The 
fa ct tha t such an a ssocia tion exists has inevita bly 
raised the standards of science reporting and has, 
moreover, gone far to fortify the respect of 
physicians g enera lly for those who record the ad­ 
vances in science and medicine for the public. 
A sing le exam ple w ill show- why this is so. For 
yea rs—centuries,

fa ct—the 
physicians 
have 
been extrem ely sensitive on the m a tter of the 
introduction of new remedies, new procedures and 
new trea tm ents into the public domain. He is by 
nature skeptica l, as he has been trained to be. 
And this ingrained skepticism , more often than 
not, is hea vily weig hted in fa vor of the patient's 
welfare. For if a remedy, untried and not fully 
understood, is presented indiscrim ina tely to the, 
public, the chances are tha t it will fail or tha t it 
will not clea rly accomplish wha t the public has 
been led to expect of it. The result would be sheer 
exploita tion of human misery. The hopes of the 
sick would have been aroused in vain. 
The conscientious science reporter of today, 
however, ha s’ been trained to recognize that the 
p h ra # “ Premininary Report,” on a medical paper 
means tha t com plete appraisal of the subject thus 
denoted has not yet been possible.

Ag reement to End 
All Nuclea r Tests 


Tokyo, 
April 25 
UP)—Prime 
Minister Nobusuke Kiski called 
today for quick agreement to 
end nuclear weapons tests and 
a basic “ meeting of minds” be­ 
tween 
Japan 
and 
the 
United 
States on all issues. 
“ We demand the prohibition 
of all (nuclear weapon) experi­ 
ments . . . solely and purely 
from the standpoint' of human­ 
ity,” Kishi told the foreign cor­ 
respondents’ club in one of Jap­ 
an’s boldest statements on the 
atomic question. 
“ I hope from the bottom of 
my heart the agreement will be 
speedily 
concluded 
among the 
United States, Britain and the 
Soviet Union for either suspen­ 
sion or prohibition of all nuclear 
tests.” he continued, speaking in 
English. 
Later, 
answering 
newsmen’s 
questions through an interpreter, 
Kishi conceded, “ fortunately, or 
unfortunately, Japan does not 
possess atomic weapons and is 
not faced with a decision wheth- 1 
er it would test them if it had 
them.”
